1, A Soviet radio station vias observed in a restricted area on 
Werner Fritzestrasse and Millerstrasse, CAGDEBURG (Li §3/¥ 60), 
in mid-October 1949, Four S0-foot masts, about 165 feet apart, 
were arranged in a square. A single-wire antenna Was extended 
betveen two masts and a double-wire antenna between the two 
other masts. 


2, A three-axle radio truck was parked under a protective roof in 
the radio station area which was surrounded by a 7efoot board 
fence. A L5=—mm Lead wire led from the radio station to the 
25X1A officers’ mess and club in the Viktoria Schule.
